midnight the president had another 
chill, and was restless and uncomfort- 
able till near morning. At a consulta- 
tion of all his physicians at 8 o'clock a 
surgical operation was resolved upon, 
and an incision made in his back below 
the wound to facilitate the drainage of 
pus. 
The result was very favorable, 


and at 12 o'clock noon bis condition is 
improved. The president endured the 
knife without ether and without the 
slightest tremor. 
We are anxious, but 


bopeful.

Dr. Bliss, during the course of con- 


versation in relation to the operation 
which was performed on the president 
this morning, said that during his ex- 
amination yesterday he discovered that 
a slight sack or cavity had formed im 
mediately at the turn in the track ol 
the bullet, and at once decided that the 
proper thing to do was to make an in 
cision which would straighten the track 
and permit the pus to discharge more 
freely. It was determined, however 
that before performing the operation i 
would be best to notii'y the consulting 
surgeons and request their attendance 
which was done forthwith. 
The forma 


lion of a pus cavity, the doctor says, is 
a very ordinary occurrence in simila 
instances, and there is no doubt in hi 
mind that the indfeioo will tend to les- 
sen the frequency and severity of the 
rigor. 
He says, however, that the pa- 


tient may have more slight chills. Tb 
result of tbe examination this mornin 
and the president's present conditioi 
continued Dr. Bliss, are reassuring 
When I left him fifteen minutes ago b 
was sleeping quietly. 
During the ope 


ration his pulse reached about 
Since that timt there haa been a fallin 
off of about fifteen beats. Tbe presi 
dent did not move a muscle while tb 
operation w*s being performed, and 


was not found necessary to administer 
any stimulants. 


The counter opening is about three 


inches below the wound. It was neces- 
sary to cut to the depth ot about one 
inch before connection with the original 
wound was complete. 
A local anasthe- 


sia was administered, causing numbness 
of tbe parts operated on, which obviat- 
ed the experiencing of any pain. Short- 
ly after the operation the patient 
par- 


took of nourishment with relish and 
expressed himself as feeling tonch re- 
lieved.

which indicates a gradual decrease of 
fever.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—At seven 


o'clock this morning the president show- 
ed bis usual morning symptoms of \e- 
covery,but about B o'clock he was taken 
with something like a chill. 
He shook 


all over, and bis muscles became rigid 
with what the physicians call a rigor. 
This chilly, shaking sensation lasted 
until 9 o'clock, when fever set in and 
rose rapidly. 
His pulse went up to 130 


and temperature above 101. 
In an 


hour or so the fever declined. Some of 
the doctors are not yet able to define 
the cause of the change. The flow of 
pus from tbe wound stopped this morn- 
ing, and surgeons say this may have 
caused the change iu tbe president's 
condition. 
A longer drainage tube 


was substituted and the doctors pressed 
on the stomach and bowels, and but 
little pus rxu'led. Whether this means 
the wound is healing between where the 
ball is and I lie mouth of the wound or 
that an abscess is forming, is not yet 
known. 
Dr. Bliss said just now that 


he could not tell the cause of the 
change. 


At 12:30 o'clock the surgeons made 


a partial examination of the president, 
but he seemed inclined to rest, and they 
did not want to disturb him much. The 
result of this examination, as given by 
the surgeons, is that the condition is 
not any more favorable than several 
hours ago. The doctors are very retic- 
ent, only saying that the change proba- 
bly is caused by the stoppage of the 
discharge of the wound. They will not 
give any positive opinions, but say they 
hope for the best. 
In consultation they 


considered the 
president's condition 


such that the consulting surgeoiu,H*m- 
ilton, of New York, and Agnew, of 
Philadelphia, had better be called for at 
onoe. A telegram was sent at noon 
asking them to conic immediately. 


NEW YORK, July 23.—There was 


considerable excitement and great anxi- 
ety in Wall street about down town 
resorts this morning when the first bul- 
letin from the white house at Washing- 
ton was posted. The news flew like 
wildfire that the president's condition 
was alarming, and as it traveled along 
became terribly exaggerated, until at 
noon it was rumored from month to 
mouth that he was dead or dying. 
Whenever a bulletin was displayed a 
crowd gathered, and earnestly and with 
evident sorrow in their faces tbe people 
read the unfavorable and unwelcome 
news. The anxiety evinced was so un- 
disguised and intense that the scene 
about the telegraph and newspaper 
offices, and the quick nervous inquiries 
of friends meeting in tbe streets, re- 
called too vividly the anxious days three 
weeks ago, when the attempt was made 
to kill tbe president. For the past ten 
days the news from Washington bas 
been so continuously and uniformly 
hopeful that the announcement of yes- 
terday's relapse was an unlooked-for 
and painful surprise to everybody. 
In 


the stock, cotton and produce exchanges 
bulletins were posted as fast as received, 
and they were read with suppressed in- 
terest by the crowds of. busy brokers 
and merchants. Even while excitement 
of business was going on around them 
when the announcement was made thai 
the president had experienced another 
chill, and that Drs. Agnew and Hamil- 
ton had been telegraphed for, there was 
great depression of feeling manifest 
everywhere for it was feared the crisis 
was very grave. On all sides the opin- 
ion was expressed that the president's 
relapse was in all probability caused b; 
artificial chilling of the white bouse b' 
air blown over ice in order to keep dowi 
the atmospheric temperature. Vice 
President Arthur, who bad intendei 
being out of town to-morrow, decidei 
to remain at his home when he bean 
of the change in President Garfield' 
condition. He is in hourly communi- 
cation with tbe members of the cabinet 
and during tbe day and evening receive 
numerous dispatches. 


•uifened themselves in the president's 
Mse to-day are briefly as follows: 
feme time during the night, or early 
this morning, the president's woud, 
which bad for several days discharged 
freely, became obstructed at or near the 
inner end of the drainage tube. 
While 


the process of suppuration in the deeper 
parts of the wound continued, a partial 
or complete pas cavity was thus formed 
and tbe discharge from tbe mouth of 
the wound nearly ceased. The natural 
result of this state of thins-s was, a 
chill, followed by higher fever, the pa- 
tient's pulse rising to a maximum of 
about 130, and his temperature to 104. 
As rigor, followed by increased fever, 
is a symptom of pyiemia, or tbe forma- 
tion of an abscess and of other unfa- 
vorable complications, it caused at first 
a good deal of anxiety. A careful ex- 
amination, however, of tbe discharged 
pus by the wound, showed its character 
was perfectly normal and healthy, and 
so far as appeared from the patient's 
condition, all indications of pyaemia 
were absent. - These facts relieved at 
once the fears of blood poisoning. 
An 


external examination was then Made of 
the abdominal and hepatic regions, with 
a view to ascertaining whether there 
were any signs of abscess at the sup- 
posed location. 
No unusual tenderness 


was found in that part of the body or 
any other indication of a changed con- 
dition. From these facts taken in con- 
nection with the scanty outflow of pus, 
the conclusion was drawn that an ob- 
struction existed near the inner end of 
tbe drainage tube, which prevented a 
free discharge. This imprisonment of 
pus, technically known as formation of 


pus cavity, is entirely adequate to 


xplain the chill and lever, since they 
re its natural and inevitable result. 
t was at first thought the obstruction 
might be the result of a process of 


ealing, which had wholly or in part 
losed the wound between the end of 
he drainage tube and the deeper sup- 
jmration on tbe surface. 
Early in the 


fternoon, however, the 
obstruction 


wholly or partially gave way. The out- 


ow of pus became freer, nausea, from 


which the patient had been suffering, 
ubsided, and be obtained relief. This 
iroved that the obstruction had not 
leen of a permanent character. At the 
veniog dressing of the wound the dis- 
harge of pus was quite as copious as 
usual. Since that time the patient's 
ever has steadily abated, and at the 
'resent hour, 10 p. m., bis pulse has 
alien to 106 and he is sleeping quietly.

Superintendent White says that during 


ast week he sold on an average twenty 
tons of coal per day, at $2 50 per ton at 
tbe shaft, to local dealers and parties re- 
siding in the country, and that be didn't 
have a half ton left on Saturday evening. 


Mr. F. L. Peck, of tbe I., D. 4 8. Co , 
ts told Mr. White to purchase the nec- 


essary tile anif drain the ditch between 
tbe shaft and tbe I., U. 4 B. track, nil it 
up, and h» company will psy tbe bill. 
Tbe I., D. AS. will put in a switch from 
their track to the shaft, and coal will be 
dumped into tbeir cars from tbe south 
scbules, as well as from the north scbutes 
nlo the Wabasb cars. 


Several weeks will be devoted to gel- 


ling Ibe mine in proper shape for active 
work, and when everything u in readi- 
ness immense quantities of coal will be 
taken out and hauled away by teams and 
cars. 


An order has been sent to.Litcbneld for 


en sels of wheels for the small cars to be 
used in the mine, and when they ore 
completed they will be brought here and 
the wood work will be done at tbe Nov- 
elty Works. The Novelty Works mana- 
ger will then be enabled to secure a pat- 
tern of tbe wheels, and hereafter tbe iron 
woik will be manufactured in Decatur. 
Ur. White thinks that after tbe mine is 
'ully opened be will require five addition- 
al cars each week to properly operate the 
mine. He will use altogether about ISO 
cars. 


The cages for the shaft, in which tbe 


coal will be hoisted to tbe tower from the 
bottom, are being made in this ci'.y and 
will soon be ready for use. Tbe new 
loisliugengines and machinery will last 
'or a great many years, and will bring up 
Ihe coal as rapidly as if the shaft was 
only 300 feet deep, instead of Ci8 or 008 
feet lo tbe openings into Ibe mine.

AlUied Combination. 


In the United- States Circuit court at 


Springfield on Friday afternoon last in 
the action by John I. Waierbury, of New 
York, against the Illinois Midland railroad 
company, the Union Trust cjinpany, of 
New York, and others, an order for judg- 
ment against the Illinois Midland railroad 
company was entered. 
This is one nf the several actions brought 
by Joseph L. Haoce, of New York, noun 
sel for several bankers of tin: city, who 
told all the slock of tbe Paris aud Oeca- 
tar—a part of a consolidation under the 
name of tbe Illinois Midland railway com 
pany, and who seek to regain possession 
of that road and operate it separately. 
The complaint asked that tbe conveyance 
of tbe Paris and Decatur railroad com- 
pany to the consolidated company be set 
aside on account of fraud; also that Ihe 
Illiiiois Midland railroad company's nurt 
gage of fi,175,000 be cancelled so far as 
t atfecls the Paris and Decatur rail road 
Tbe effect of tbe order just entered isjto 
break ,up the Illinois Midland cjnsolida- 
tion, which has hitherto been composed 
of tbe Paris and Decatur railroad, Paris 
and Terre Haute railroad and Peoria, 
Atlanta and Decatur railroad, running a 
distance of 175 miles from Terre Haute, 
Ind., to Peoria. Hugh C'rea, Esq., of this 
'.ity, is tbe attorney general for the Mid- 
land.

"which you can have at first cost."

Greeley afterwards destroyed them 
in preference to exposing the mis- 
fortunes of a iriend.
